I DON' T UNDERSTAND 

I have been teaching for 21 years in 
Sydney, Townsville, Wilcannia, Broken Hill, 
Brisbane, England, Solomon Islands, Tanzania, 
India, Nepal and in Northern N.S.W. You may 
think I'm biased but I can honestly say that 
Delungra Public School has developed into one 
of the best schools I have seen.

The 
kids are displaying all the benefits of the lowest 
teacher/student ratio that I have ever been 
associated with.

When a new family with young children arrives 
in a new area, one of the first questions they are 
bound to ask is; "What is the local school like? 
Should I send my children there?" 
What if the response is outdated and 
therefore misleading? Is it possible that some 
community members could benefit by taking a 
fresh look at their local school so that they can 
provide an accurate and current analysis of 
Delungra Public if called upon to do so. 
I am told that there are families in and 
around Mt Russell who would like to attend 
Delungra Public but are unable to do so as the 
only school bus goes to Inverell instead of 
providing families with the option of delivering 
students to their local school. This is an issue I 
am willing to take up with the Department of 
Transport. However this does not explain why so 
many children go into Inverell. 
I believe the best form of advertisement for 
any school is well informed word of mouth .1 
invite any parent/community member to visit our 
school to receive an up to date perspective on 
what their local school has to offer. I sincerely 
look forward to seeing you and listening to your 
thoughts.
